Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  report  on  the  produc- 
tion of  cotton  in  the  United  States  in  the  year  1897-98,  prepared, 
tinder  the  general  direction  of  the  Statistician,  by  Mr.  James  L. 
Watkins,  of  this  division^ ;  The  results  set  forth  in  the  report  have 
been  arrived  at  not  by  means  of  local  estimates,  for  which  a  certain 
margin  of  error  is  always  to  be  allowed,  but  from  returns  of  the  move- 
ment of  cotton  from  the  plantation  to  points  of  shijiment  or  consump- 
tion.  For  these  returns  the  office  is  under  many  obligations  to  the 
officials  of  the  different  railway  and  water  transportation  companies 
and  of  cotton  and  woolen  mills,  and  also  to  many  other  correspondents.

THE  COTTON  CROP  OF  1897-98. 

The  estimate  herein  given  of  the  cotton  crop  of  1897-98  is  based  on 
official  statements  of  the  railway  and  water  transportation  companies 
in  the  cotton- growing  States,  showing  the  number  of  bales  of  cotton 
forwarded  by  them  to  all  ports,  to  Northern,  Eastern,  and  Western  mills, 
and  to  all  other  destinations,  from  September  1, 1897,  to  August  31, 
1898,  inclusive;  also  on  statements  made  by  the  officials  of  all  the  mills 
located  in  the  cotton  States  that  were  in  operation,  showing  the  amounts 
of  cotton  i3nrchased  by  them  for  consumption  during  the  year;  and 
on  the  reports  of  special  agents  located  at  the  ports  and  other  important 
receiving  i^oints  in  the  iuterior. 

All  the  statistical  data  contained  in  this  report  were  derived  from 
the  same  sources,  and  were  compiled  in  the  same  manner,  as  were  those 
employed  in  estimating  the  crops  of  the  three  previous  seasons.  Briefly 
stated,  the  method  of  estimating  the  crop  of  a  State  is  to  credit  it  with 
the  production  of  all  cotton  originating  within  its  borders  which  is 
shown  to  have  been  forwarded  by  rail,  water,  and  wagon  to  ports  and 
all  other  destinations  outside  of  tlie  State.  To  this  is  added  the 
amounts  purchased  by  the  mills  located  within  the  State.    From  this 
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total  is  cTcducted  all  cotton  forwarded  to  tlie  interior  markets  and  mills 
within  the  State  from  interior  points  in  other  cotton  States,  and  the 
amounts  taken  during  the  season  by  its  mills  from  its  own  and  other 
ports. 

It  may  be  added  that  there  is  not  a  railway  or  water  transportation 
line  that  has  carried  cotton  to  the  ports  of  the  cotton  States,  or  to 
points  beyond  the  State  in  which  it  originated,  that  has  not  reported 
to  the  Department  the  entire  movement  by  its  line  during  each  month 
of  the  season. 

Tlie  table  below  gives  the  results  of  the  investigation  of  the  move- 
ment by  rail,  water,  and  wagon,  and  the  amounts  of  cotton  taken  by 
the  mills  from  the  current  crop,  in  each  State  and  Territory  during  the 
twelve  months  ended  August  31,  1898.

The  above  table  includes  whatever  stocks  of  cotton  of  the  croi^  of 
1890-97  may  have  been  held  at  interior  towns  and  on  plantations  on 
September  1,  1897.  ^' Taken  from  ports"  includes  only  the  cotton  pur- 
chased by  mills  located  in  the  cotton  States  and  which  has  already 
been  counted  in  the  movement  to  ports.  "Taken  from  other  States" 
includes  all  deliveries  by  rail  and  wagon  from  interior  points  and  plan- 
tations of  one  State  to  interior  points  of  another,  and  also  all  cotton 
forwarded  from  interior  points  of  one  State  to  the  mills  of  another,  all 
of  which  is  credited  to  the  State  in  which  it  originated. 

The  cotton  produced  in  Kansas  and  Kentucky  was  forwarded  to  St. 
Louis,  the  former  by  rail  and  the  latter  by  river.  The  cotton  produced 
in  Utah  was  consumed  by  one  of  the  mills  located  in  the  county  in 
which  the  cotton  was  grown.

PUECHASED  BY  MILLS. 

The  investigation  of  the  amount  of  cotton  purchased  by  mills  located 
in  the  cotton  growing  States  shows  that  1,277,674  bales  were  taken 
from  the  cun^enu  crop.  This  is  295,683  bales,  or  30.1  per  cent,  more 
than  was  purchased  by  these  mills  in  1896-97.  Without  an  exception 
every  State  shows  increased  purchases,  the  per  cent  of  increase  rang- 
ing from  7.7  in  Louisiana  to  65.2  in  Missouri.  In  the  States  of  greatest 
consumption  the  increase  is  especially  marked,  that  in  Alabama  being 
41.9,  in  Georgia  25,2,  North  Oaroliua  36.6,  and  South  Carolina  33.8  per 
cent.  During  the  year  there  were  425  mills  in  operation,  as  compared 
with  402  in  1896-97. 

The  figures  in  the  following  table  are  based  upon  actual  statements 
made  by  the  officials  of  the  mills  in  operation,  which  include  woolen 
as  well  as  cotton  mills,  showing  their  monthly  purchases,  the  statements 
having  been  revised  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Only  one  mill  failed  to 
make  a  vej)oi%  and  this  mill  in  1896-97  purchased  447  bales  of  cotton.

SEA-ISLATsD  COTTON  CROP  OF  1897-98. 


The  production  of  sea-island  cotton  in  1897-98  amounted  to  7G,279 
bales,  as  compared  with  101,308  bales  in  189G-97.  There  was  a  decrease, 
owing  to  reduced  acreage,  in  all  the  States  producing  this  variety  of 
cotton.  In  Georgia  the  decrease  was  from  64,008  to  41,364  bales;  in 
Florida,  from  26,431  to  24,656  bales;  in  South  Carolina,  from  10,709  to 
10,242  bales ;  and  in  Texas,  from  2,500  to  10  bales.  The  table  below  gives 
the  crop  of  each  State  and  the  ports  to  which  the  cotton  Avas  forwarded, 
the  information  being  based  on  the  official  statements  of  the  railway 
lines  and  of  the  Department's  sjiecial  agents  at  Charleston,  Jackson- 
ville, and  Savannah.

COMPARATIVE  ACREAGE  AND  PRODUCTION. 

There  was  an  increase  in  1897  in  the  acreage  planted  in  cotton,  as  com- 
pared with  1896,  in  all  the  principal  cotton-growing  States  except  Florida 
aud  Mississippi,  the  decrease  in  the  former  being  13,210  and  in  the  latter 
56,700  acres.  The  increase  in  all  States  and  Territories  was  1,040,375 
acres.  There  was  an  increase  in  i^roduction  in  1897,  as  compared  with 
1896,  in  all  the  inincipal  States,  the  total  increase  being  2,365,152 
bales.  'Not  only  was  the  acreage  in  1897  the  largest  ever  planted, 
but  the  yield  was  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  cotton  x)lanting. 
Texas  did  not  produce  as  large  a  crop  as  in  1891,  when  the  crop  was  the 
largest  ever  grown  until  1897,  but  all  the  other  States  show  a  consider-  ' 
able  increase  as  compared  with  1891.  I

THE  WORLD'S  CONSUMPTION  OF  COTTON. 

There  are  no  available  statistics  sliowiog  the  annual  production  of 
cotton  in  the  various  countries  of  the  world  except  for  the  United 
States,  India,  and  Egypt. 

India,  next  to  the  IJnited  States,  is  the  largest  producer  of  cotton, 
its  crop  in  1897-98  being  estimated  at  2,844,000  bales  of  400  pounds 
each.  The  Indian  mills  consume  a  little  over  1,000,000  bales,  the 
remainder  of  the  croj)  being  exported.  In  1897-98  about  041,000  bales 
were  exported  to  Europe,  450,000  to  Japan,  and  perhaps  a  small  amount 
to  China. 

China  perhaps  ranks  third  among  the  cotton-producing  countries, 
.  ^'but,"  says  United  States  Consul-General  Goodnow,  in  a  recent  report, 
^'no  one  can  tell  the  annual  production  of  cotton  in  China  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy.  There  are  no  statistics,  either  national  or  pro- 
vincial, on  such  subjects."  He  roughly  estimates  the  crop  at  660,000,000 
pounds,  or,  say,  l,3l!0,000  bales  of  500  pounds  eacli.  The  entire  crop 
is  consumed  at  home,  with  the  exception  of  the  exports  to  Japan,  which 
Mr.  Thomas  Ellison  estimated  to  be  70,407,000  pounds  in  1897,  or  about 
141,000  bales  of  500  pounds  each. 
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Egypt  follows  Oliiiia  in  cotton  in^oductiou,  altliougli  it  ranks  third  as 
an  exporter  of  cotton.  Tiie  crop  of  1897-98  amounted  to  843,211  bales 
of  about  735  pounds  eacb.  There  are  very  few  mills  in  Egypt,  and 
beoce  practically  the  entire  crop  is  exported,  most  of  it  going  to 
European  countries,  except  about  01,000  bales  to  the  United  States 
and  a  small  amount  to  Japan. 

The  approximate  production  of  all  other  countries,  as  estimated  by  this 
Department  in  1896  ((3ircular  ^o.  1),  is  as  follows,  in  bales  of  500 
pounds:  Korea,  400,000;  Asiatic  Eussia,  300,000;  Brazil,  224,800; 
Africa,  100,000;  Turkey,  93,600;  Japan,  73,200;  Mexico,  64,000;  Peru 
and  West  Indies,  46,400;  Persia,  32,800;  Greece,  7,700;  Java,  5,200; 
Malta,  3,680;  Tahiti,  920;  Italy,  456;  Eiji  Islands,  440.  Siam  is  also 
a  cotton-producing  countrj^,  but  to  what  extent  is  not  known.  In  1896, 
according  to  a  report  of  the  United  States  consul-general  at  Singa- 
pore, Mr.  Pratt,  Siam  exported  115,536  pounds  of  raw  cotton  to  Japan, 
and  Korea  exim^ted  to  the  same  country  4,153  pounds.  An  am  and 
other  French  Indian  provinces  also  i)roduce  cotton.  United  States 
Consul  Lyon,  at  Hiogo,  Japan,  reports  that  in  1897  the  imports  into 
Japan  from  these  possessions  amounted  to  2,191  ,2jOO  pounds,  or  about 
4,382  bales  of  500  pounds. 

The  following  table,  compiled  by  Messrs.  Latham,  Alexander  &  Co., 
of  New  York,  gives  the  consumption  of  cotton  (in  500-pound  bales)  in 
Great  Britain,  the  European  continent,  the  United  States,  and  India, 
and  indicates  the  progress  of  the  cotton  industry  during- the  past 
ten  years ;

SPINDLES  IN  OPERATION  IN  1898. 


The  Department  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Thomas  Ellison,  of  Liverpool,  for 
the  following  estimate  of  the  number  of  spindles  in  operation  in  1898  in 
all  countries  of  the  world  except  the  United  States  and  Brazil.  Mr. 
Ellison  says  that  no  reliable  data  as  to  the  latter  country,  where  a  con- 
siderable number  of  spiiidles  have  been  j)ut  up  in  the  past  few  years, 
are  available;  also  that  there  are  some  spindles  at  work  in  Turkey  and 
Egypt  (Alexandria),  but  that  they  are  not  yet  important:

The  Continent, 
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CONSUMPTION  OF  AMERICAN  COTTON  BY  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

The  following  table,  compiled  from  tlie  reports  of  tlie  Bureau  of 
Statistics  of  tlie  Treasury  Department,  gives  the  number  of  bales  of 
cotton  exported  to  foreign  countries  in  1889,  as  compared  with  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1898,  the  bales  being  reduced  to  the  uniform 
weight  of  500  pounds  each. 

The  export  value  of  the  cotton  is  also  added  to  the  table.  With  the 
exception  of  Russia  and  the  Netherlands,  the  increase  in  exports  to 
nearly  all  other  countries  has  been  very  large,  in  most  of  them  the 
amount  being  more  than  double  what  it  was  ten  years  ago.  In  1880 
only  47  bales  were  exported  to  Jai^an,  and  not  a  bale  to  either  China  or 
the  British  East  Indies.  In  1898  Japan  had  increased  her  takings  of 
American  cotton  to  224,214  bales,  while  China  and  the  British  East 
Indies  are  shown  in  our  export  trade  as  consumers  of  American  cotton, 
over  13,000  bales  having  been  sent  to  Chinese  ports  in  1898.  Although, 
there  has  been  so  large  an  increase  in  the  export  of  cotton  since  1889, 
owing  to  the  extremely  low  prices  in  1897-98^  the  value  of  the  total 
exports  was  $7,333,055  less  than  in  1889.
